Ludwig's throne chair was to have 
been a World's Fair exhibit, but like 
every other extravagance of Its de- 
parted owner, proved but ah clement 
of discord among all who had anything 
to do with it As a consequence it now 
exists only in detached and costly frag- 
ments, like the isolated Jlmbs of some 
modern statue to the golden god of 
vanity, deprived of a Rlon to weep over 
them. For democracy will not play 
the part of Nlobe when tears are to be. 
shed -over the departed state of kipg& . 
In this old age of the nlneVpenllvcen 
.tury popular ignorance on. "the subject 
■*Sf J 'fHfoTi)e5- Is"&'ppV6priatcly denserln 
spite of the fierce light poetically 
charged with tho irreverence of beat- 
ing upon them, 

Thus Queen Victoria's subjects, to 
cite the' leading nation among mon- 
archies, arc almost universally un- 
aware that the royal lady is entitled 
to take her scat in n, trlnlty.of thrones. 
As queen of Great Britain she occupies 
the chair upon which fortunes have 
been spent nnd which , hidden beneath 
olath of gold ami elevated upon a dti**' 
of four steps, lives inthe history of 
human glory as the throne of England. 

As queen of Ireland there Is reserved 
for her in the Dublin pa luce of the lord 
Ren tenant a semblance of the sham- 
rock wreathed scat that Emmei*"apos- 
trophlzcd on the scaffold as the conch, 
of Erin's kings. It is now nothing 
more than a semblance, for Iceland's 
real throne has never, been occupied 
but by Ireland's real kings. Tradi- 
tion has it that the royal dbair was. 
spirited away as long ago as the time 
of that English Henry who,nccording to 
the rhymes that any of your acqnalnt- 
once cau repeat "laid Ireland low." 

Ho this as it may, there exists a 
throne, carved of oak and gilded lib- 
erally, which bears the ensign of tho 
harp and Is tnpestried in green. Over 
it Is a wealth of canopy and* cloth of 
gold. Whenever it is rumored that 
England's sovereign proposes visiting 
the sister kingdom this reserved seat 
of royalty Is put in. readiness for her 
majesty. 

There Is theoretically an Imperial 
throne reserved for her majesty at the 
various Indian courts, but practically 
nothing of the sort exists. 

Returning to the throne of England, 
that costly article may be said to hnvo 
a multiple existence. For there aro 
numerous canopied chairs (scattered 
through the royal palaces in which the 



It stands amid mountains of tapestry 
nud can easily. bo seen',. when in posi- 
tion, by any visitor... Tho chair itself 
is of .wood, gold; ivory and silver. So 
roomy Is itthat two Queen Victorias 
could find place there, despite the crit- 
icism which at tributes to WIUIamDoan 
1 low ells un intention of colling his 
forthcoming book "Tho- British 
Throne," because tho royalty upon it 
is so lurgc and fat. 

When it was , represented that hor 
majesty hud complained of tho hard 
oak nnd ivory scat as irksome to royal 
ilesh, Mr. Labouchcre expressed his 
willingness to allow the price of a 
feather bolster. 

Tho continental' monarchies have 
been far more- liberal in providing 
throne chairs for their sovereigns than 
tho English people. This is, perhaps, 
because only British royalty must give 
an account of how its subjects' money 
is spent 

Emperor William, upon assuming his 
prerogatives, gave orders for the con- 
struction of two elaborate throne 
chairs. One was for the emperor of 
Germany, tho other for tho -king of 
Prussia. Hardly was .the work of mak- 
ing them begun than tho 'young ruler 
changed his' mind and decided that the 
paternal scats would do. 

The present imperial throne chair of 
the empire of Germany seems never 
to' have been intrinsically appraised, 
but $100,01)0 is .hardly an exaggerated 
statement of what It and its present 
appurtenances hare cost 

Those who have seen tho czar of all 
the Russius sitting scepter in hand, on 
Ids great.whito throne, agree- in pro- 
nouncing the sight one of tho few Im- 
pressive things connected with . tho 
nineteenth century royulty. The czar, 
being an absolute despot, can not bo 
said to have an oftlcial residence for 
the chair of state. Wherever ho sits is 
the throne of Russia. Hut in tho 
palace of St Petersburg there is an 
apartment in which his imperial 
majesty's advisers assemble on such 
occasions ns It suits him to call, them 
together officially. It Is described as 
an immense marble hall, with an in- 
closurc nt one end, vaguely suggestive 
of a cathedral altar. 

The thrones of other lands follow 
the precedents of time and roynlty. 
In Austria Francis Joseph sits in stato 
upon the arms of the Hapsburgs which 
decorate the scat of, the imperial chair. 
In Italy there is an elaborate throne 
etiquette, but the object itself has not 
much of an air. There is another throne 
in nonm— that of the sovereign pontiff.

which wo can not detect. Many others 
are so far protected that the ants will 
not attack them If they have a choice. 

But the enterprising foreigner brings 
liis useful fruits and plants from every 
quarter of the world and establishes 
them in the domain of the Accodoma, 
Then there is joy unmixed. With up- 
protected food in abundance, tho 
ants multiply as they never, could bo- 
fore. 

So the Trinidad authorities have 
made a law that the warden of any 
district may authorize a landowner 
who "suffers or who is likely to suf- 
fer" from their ravages to enter any 
neighbor's ground and destroy the 
nests — if ho can, be it understood. 
And any ono obstructing atieli pro- 
ceedings, when duly authorized by tho 
warden becomes liable to a flue of ±'10 
or imprisonment for three, months, 
with or without hard labor.

.AT THE WORLD'S FAIR.

Chicago, Jau. 0. — The new your be- 
gan Its mission of destruction at the 
White City yesterday by invoking the 
assistance of fire, quick to destroy la'. 
minutes the work of ; m onthsVr,- About 
o'clock the fire started, cither -In the 
Peristyle or ' the Cnsino building, and 
the wind coming from the southeast 
.off the hike whipped the fire Into great 
sheets of fiaino which encircled the 
.Casino, and soon it was a muss 'of em- 
bers. The Agricultural building;- just 
west and scarce a stone's throw away, 
was imperiled. But the fire fed, upon 
material closer ut hand. .Having 
wrought its will upon the Casino, It 
leaped with strides northward along 
the Peristyle. It sped along the grand 
gateway to the Fair, like a -molten 
stream, Great pieces of cornice , frill 
with a crush, the corrugated columns 
fall; and ragged, scorched ends of 
beams swuy and full. . The fire, un- 
stayed, and so hot It can scarce bo ap- 
proached, moves on northward, and 
Music hall- at the north end of the 
lake front colonnade Is afire. 

From this point and from the" Agri- 
cultural building and all along the 
west front or landward side : of the 
Peristyle the' fire department has, 
from the start of the fire In the Casino, 
been combating it, fighting -it des- 
perately but without avail. The com- 
bustible, summer-dried material of 
which tin: Casino and Peristyle were 
built, were like tinder. The. stuff, - 
even the heavy moldings, afforded no 
protection. Heated cornices and plas- 
ter coating cracked away and, expos- 
ing the pitch-pine beneath, gave rich 
provender for the fire to consume. 

Tho sight was most stupendous, 
glowingly magnificent wheu^ho-arch 
of the Peristyle was reached.' Flames 
enveloped it with' a surge, and: the 
gre*t ' Quadriga, typifying; ^Tho 
Triumph of Columbus," horses, chariots, 
figures and all, were " wrapt in a"; fiery 
mantle — and the grandest, group of 
statuary at tho World's Fulr crumbled, 
fell away into blackened dust. Just to 
the west of the l'crtstyle, on the land- 
ward side, in tlio grand-basin', 'stood 
Columbia, French's gigantic statue; 
and she, gold-robed, iooked all aglow 
In the flame, which so scorched and 
imperiled the figure . that great gold 
flukes scaled off and fell -Into the 
lagoon, throwing up clouds of steam. 

All this time the Dames were leaping 
along the Peristyle. '. T lie j firemen 
essayed to stop the progress of the fire 
ineffectually- The Music -halLh elng : . 
reached, it wns 'swept' away in a few 
moments. Hut while it was afire the 
great disaster of the fire occurred, 
which at once imperiled the -White 
City, all of it. 

When the fire wns at its height', the 
flames shot up nud were, twisted 
whipped and whirled over, toward the 
Manufactures building, the great, 
thirty two-acre ediHce, where -the 
liberal arts of the world were 
exhibited at the Fair.. Great 
chunks of red hot embers and blazing 
beams were' upheaved as if impelled 
by an explosion. The IlameH shot 
westward townrd the great building, 
nnd showers of coals fell upou tho 
roof.

The .flumes jumped clear across the 
broad avenue between Music hall, nnd 
the Liberal Arts edifice. The southeast 
corner of the great structure seemed 
to be pelted with u hull of fiery flakes, 
but the flames in the building, the 
token it whs afire, appeared*'' li way 
above the corner so fiercely attacked 
A flame, smalt but menacing, first 
showed itself away up on the roof of 
the main . building, underneath the 
roof walk on the enst Ride or lake 
front, and up near the center J of the 
building, 700 or 800 feet- from the 
seething fins that was destroying Mu- 
sic hall. So soon as this jet of - flame 
was discovered, firemen rushed -to the 
rescue, bringing up hose by. the' long 
flight of outside stairs at the south- 
west corner of the building. 
-There were no Icss.than.nO.QOO cospsi 
many, ns large as a freight cur, Im- 
periled. Four engines were jrlven 
into the buildlng/nnd half a'dozen 
streams from stationary hydrants as 
well were thrown upon the embers its 
they fell and scattered over the floor 
and among the exhibits. Tho Russian 
pavilion, made of the rosinouB pine of 
that land wns first endangered. The 
fire department directed all uttcntiou 
to save It, but at U;K» o'clock the pavil- 
ion and sill the exhibits were wrapped 
in flames. The destruction was com- 
plete. Next the Austrian section suc- 
cumbed. At 0:30 the French section 
was ablaze, At 0:U tho beautiful 
pavilion wbb destroyed, und the best 
part of the exhibits were so surround- 
ed by. fire that saving them seemed im- 
possible. 

The fire wns well fought in the Man-, 
ufuctures building, where such' valu- 
able propcrLy and bo - much of it was 
endangered. At one time tho firemen 
bad fire to fight In nil parts' of the 
great building, and they were con- 
stantly in peril of their lives. Falling 
beams and chunks of burnlng.wood 
and great panes of glass jeopardized 
them every moment ot the- prolonged 
and desperate fight. 

A t 1 1 o'clock there came n resting 
spell. At midnight,- though still 
slowly burning, or. smouldering' in the 
roof; the great fire was over— and tho 
White City, though marred beyond 
recognition, had not wholly vanished. 

Roughly estimated, when thobrca th- 
ing spell came,. it is claimed . that , the 
loss' on huildingB will reach" about 
8800,000, while the estimate • . of losses 
oa tlv* exhibits cannot be accurately 



formed until the' cuses containing the 
stored goods can be examined. 

The fire started J n the second story 
of tho Casino, the building at the south 
ond of the Peristyle. For two weeks 
the building has; been Icnantlcss. It 
cannot bo reckoned, therefore; Unit 
tho fire . was other • than' designedly 
started, or mayhap some tramp has 
domiciled himself In tho building ,und 
accidentally started the woeful con- 
flagration. _ »

Chicago, Jan. 0.— Word -has been re- 
ceived here that three. masked robbers 
broke into_\tho Delayam WJs., postof- 
fice at' "'a"""'" o'clock" "yestcrany, blew 
open the safe, secured all the cash 
and stamps it contained, bound and 
gagged the night watchman, forced 
the night clerk in a livery stable to 
give them a horse and surrey, nnd then 
bound and gagged him and made their 
escape. 

The robbers were at work on the 
safe in the postofflec when Chauncoy 
Sage, .the . night - watchman, -first saw 
Uiem./;.>PoQt|gH.Jy..lie attein*pted to rouj< 
them single-handed and failed.

Then the bur- 
glars . went * back to their work. . 
S age, securely gagged and bound, heard 
them resume their drilling and could 
distinguish every motion they made. 
They said nothing, however, that 
would lead to their identification. 

The door was opened and the thieves 
pulled out everything of value in the. 
safe. Money and stamps were quickly 
ithrown into the bags the robbers car- 
ried, the rubbish was kicked up Into a 
pile In a "corner and tHe trio left the 
office. 

Sago was able to follow the' whole 
proceedings, but was powerless to give 
an. alarm.
